; duced into the Commonwealth Parliament. The duties specified therein came into operation on 25th March, 


1920. In certain items (e.g., items 145 and 147) the Schedule specifies the duties which will become operative 
on subsequent dates. 

The Schedule is subject to revision, as it is still under discussion by the Commonwealth Parliament. 
Particulars of any such revisions will be published in the “‘ Journal’’ immediately on their receipt by the 
) Board of Trade. 

It will be seen that the new Tariff contains an Intermediate scale of duties, which is now introduced 
y, for the first time into the Australian Tariff. No information is available, however, at present respecting 
the application of the Intermediate Tariff.

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THE FIRST SCHEDULE. 


Gs. EXPLANATORY NOTES. 


(1) All imitations to be dutiable at the rate chargeable on the goods they imitate, unless such rate is less than the 
rate which would otherwise be chargeable on the imitations. 

(2) ‘“‘Proot’’ or ‘‘Proof Spirit’’ means spirit of a strength equal to that of pure ethyl alcohol compounded with 
distilled water so that the resultant mixture at a temperaure of 60 deg. Fahrenheit has a specific gravity of 0°91976 
as compared with that of distilled water at the same temperature. 

(3) The term ‘‘Iron’”’ includes Steel. 

(4) ‘‘Wool’’ or ‘Woollen’? includes all manufactures of wool or hair or combinations thereof. 

(5) “N.E.I.’? means ‘‘not elsewhere included.”’ 

(6) ‘Departmental By-law’’ means By-law made by the Minister, and published in the ‘‘Gazette.”’ 

(7) Unless the Tariff otherwise provides or the Minister otherwise directs, any article composed of two or more 
materials shall be deemed for the purpose of classification to be composed wholly of the material of chief value in the 
article, provided that when the respective materials are of equal value the article shall be deemed for the aforesaid 
purpose to be composed wholly of the material that would make the article liable to the higher or highest rate of duty. 

(8) Whenever any goods are composed of two or more separate parts, any part though imported by itself shall, if 
so directed by the Minister, be dealt with under the item applicable to the complete goods. 

(9) ‘‘Non-spirituous’? means free from spirit or containing not more than two per cent. of proof spirit. 

(10) ‘“‘Spirituous’? means containing more than two per cent, of proof spirit.

In order that British manufacturers may have an oppor- 
tunity of familiarising themselves with Foreign methods of 
advertising (including German and Austrian), the Board ol 
Trade have collected over 13,000 Foreign Trade Catalogues, 
and these may be inspected by British manufacturers at the 
Department of Overseas Trade (Development and Intelli- 
gence), 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.2. 

A new index has been prepared, in which the catalogues 
are classified both as regards articles of manufacture and 
names of manufacturers, thus rendering identification of any 
particular catalogue a simple matter.

ANGLO=-PERSIAN AGREEMENT FOR THE 
REVISION OF THE PERSIAN CUSTOMS 
TARIFF AND REGULATIONS. 











EXPLANATORY NOTE. 


The following pages contain an English version of the Commercial

Agreement recently arrived at by the Joint Commission appointed by the 
m British and Persian Governments under Article 6 of the Anglo- 
7 Persian Agreement of the 9th August last. ‘Ghe present Agreement (with 
r. its Annexes) was accepted by both Governments and came into force on the 
2nd April, 1920. The provisions of the Agreement itself are printed on page ii- 
i followed by the Annex I (the new Persian Import and Export Tariffs) and 
Annex II (amendments of the Customs Regulations). 


For convenience of reference the English text of the Anglo-Persian 
Commercial Convention of 9th February, 1903, which is referred to in the 


new Agreement, is reprinted on page ix. 
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ANGLO-PERSIAN COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT. 





In order to avoid doubts as to the meaning and scope of the 
Anglo-Persian Commercial Convention of the Sth February, 1903” 
and to adapt certain of its provisions to the altered circumstances, 
it 1s agreed as follows :— 


(1) References in the Convention of the 9th February, 1903,* 
or in the present Agreement to the “British Empire ” or to 
- British merchandise ’’ are to be construed as applicable to 
territories under British protection or administration and to 
merchandise originating therein. 

(2) The words “British subjects ” in Article 1 of the Conven- 
tion™ shall not be construed in such a way as to subject British 
goods imported into Persia by nationals of another country 
(Persian or other) to duties higher than those fixed by the tariff 
annexed to the Convention. 

(5) The words “British Colony” in the second paragraph of 
Article 2 of the Convention* (which recognises the right 
of a British Colony having a special Customs tariff to withdraw 
from participation in the Convention on condition of losing 
most-favoured-nation treatment in Persia) are to be construed 
as including any part of the British Empire (other than the 
United Kingdom) which possesses a distinct Customs system. 

(4) The right of most-favoured-nation treatment mutually en- 
joyed under the Convention by the subjects and commerce of 
the two Contracting States is to be understood as extending 
to the treatment of ships and boats belonging to such States, 
which shall moreover continue to enjoy equal treatment with 
national ships and boats in all matters relating to trade and 
navigation, including port and harbour facilities and charges of 
all kinds. 

(5) Each of the Contracting States shall accord transit facili- 
ties to goods originating in or destined for the other State, It 
is understood that neither State is bound to grant such facilities 
to goods originating in territories in which similar or analogous 
facilities are denied to goods in transit from or to such State. 
The Persian Government shall draw up a Customs Regulation to 
give effect to this provision. 

(6) Should any article produced in Persia be subjected to an 
Excise Duty, such duty shall not be leviable on similar imported 
goods of British origin; but in the event of any rate of Excise 
Duty established and levied generally throughout Persia on 
tobacco, opium, spirits or salt exceeding the import duty 
applicable to similar goods, the Persian Government may, 
without awaiting the date of the next revision of the tariff, 
increase the import duty by an amount not greater than the 
excess, provided that if at any time the Excise Duty is decreased 
or discontinued the rate of the import duty shall be reduced 
accordingly. 

(7) The term “products of the soil” in Article 3 of the Con- 
vention* is to be construed as including foodstuffs and materials 
of industry, and the words “ or materials of industry ”’ shall 
accordingly be added at the end of the Article referred to. It is 
understood that no prohibition may be made except by special 
Government Order or Decree. 


(8) It is recognised that unfair competition such as the false 
marking of goods would infringe the right to most-favoured- 
nation treatment to which the commerce of the Contracting States 
is entitled under the Convention. The Persian Government will 
accordingly take the necessary measures for the regulation of trade 
marks and merchandise marks, by which imperted products shall 
be protected fregm the competition of goods bearing counterfeit 
salle marks or false marks or false indications of origin. Regula- 
tions for carrying these measures into effect shall be framed by 
the Persian Government and approved in the same manner as 
Customs Regulations. 

It is inal understood that the benefit of this protection shall 
not be extended to products of territories in which similar or 
analogous protection is not accorded to Persian products.

(9) The Import and Export Tariffs set out in Annex [. to the 
present Agreement shall be substituted for Tariffs (A) and (C) 
appended to the Convention. The Customs Regulations 
framed in pursuance of Article 5 of the Convention shall be 
modified as indicated in Annex II. to the present Agreement. 
It is recognised that all references to Tariff B in the Convention 
and its annexes have become obsolete through change of circum- 
stances. 

(10) With a view to assist in giving effect to Article 5 of 
the Convention it is agreed that an annual sum equal to 5 per 
cent. of the total net revenue from Customs duties shall (in so 
lar as such revenues are not already allocated) be appropriated 
during each of the next five years, and thereafter so long as 
necessary, under Regulations to be approved in manner provided 
by Article 5, to defray the cost of permanent works for 
the improvement of Customs and trade facilities at Persian ports 
and Persian land-frontier Customs stations, including adequate, 
convenient, and expeditious means for the loading and unloading 
of ships and the landing, Customs examination and _ storing 
of goods and the delivery of goods to consignees. The Regulations 
shall provide for the fixing of reasonable charges to be levied 
by the Customs administration for the use of such facilities 
(which charges shall not be more than is sufficient to defray the 
expense of maintenance together with interest and depreciation of 
the original cost) and for devoting the proceeds of such charges 
exclusively to these objects. 

(11) It is agreed that the Persian Government shall endeavour 
forthwith to frame and introduce a scheme for placing the cur 
rency of the country on a more satisfactory basis and for stabilis- 
ing exchange. In the meantime the operation of Article 6 
of the Convention of 1903 and of Article 3 of the Additional 
Observations appended theretot shall be suspended for a period 
not exceeding two years. Failing the introduction within that 
period of a measure of currency reform acceptable to both 
parties, the position shall be re-considered by the Contracting 
States, provided that, should the value of the kran relative to 
gold so diminish that the Customs revenue is likely to be insuffi- 
cient to guarantee the external loans, the Persian Government 
may (and if so requested by His Britannic Majesty’s Government, 
shall) after not less than three months’ notice, increase al] the 
specific rates of Customs duties by such a uniform percentage 
as is necessary to meet the case. : 

(12) It is agreed that on the expiration of five years from 
the present date, and of each subsequent quinquennia] period, 
it shall be competent for either Government, by notice given 
to the other within six months, to require a joint meeting of 
experts representing the two High Contracting Parties to take 
place within a further ‘period of six months for the purpose of 
revising by common accord the tariffs appended to the Convention, 
or the Customs Regulations, in order to adapt them to the 
altered circumstances. 

(13) The provisions of the Convention and of the present 
Agreement (with the exception of the tariffs and of the Customs 
Regulations, the periodic revision of which is provided for in the 
preceding paragraph) shall remain in force until the expiration 
of twelve months from the date on which either of the parties 
shall have given notice of its intention to terminate them. It 
is, however, agreed that such notice may be given only after the 
exniration of a periodt to be fixed forthwith by exchange of 
notes between the High Contracting Parties. : 

(14) The preceding paragraphs refer exclusively to the meaning 
and scope of the Convention of 9th February, 1903, relative to 
commercial and Customs relations between the two High Con- 
tracting Parties, and do not in any way prejudice the gnestion 
of the legal and judicial status of the nationa:s of countries 
placed under British protection or administration since 1914.

THE ANGLO-PERSIAN COMMERCIAL CONVENTION OF 9th FEBRUARY, 1903.

IN.B; Several of the following provisions are modified by the New Agreement.| 


Article 1. Merchandise of British origin imported into Persia by British 
subjects, and, likewise, produce of Persia exported by British subjects, 
shall be subject to the Customs duties laid down in the detailed Tariffs 
(A) and (C) annexed to the present Declaration. 


Article 2. Merchandise of British origin imported into Persia (see 
Article 1) shall be liable to the payment of Customs duties in conformity 
with Tariff (A), once for all. on its entry into Persia, and shall not 
thereafter be subjected to the payment of anv other Customs duty, or 
other charges, with the exception of those provided for by Article 5 of 
the present Declaration. 

It is formally stipulated that British subjects and imports into Persia, 
as well as Persian subjects and Persian imports into the British Empire, 
shall continue to enjoy under all conditions most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment; it is understood that a British Colony having a special Customs 
Tariff which may cease to grant most-favoured-nation treatment to Persian 
imports, will no longer have the right to claim the same treatment for its 
own imports into Persia. 

Persian products exported and destined for the United Kingdom shall 
pay Customs duty on their entry into the latter in accordance with the 
General Tariff in force; subiect to the reservation that such imports 
shall always have the benefit of most-favoured-nation treatment. In 
the event of the United Kingdom establishing duties in its general 
Tariff, without previous agreement with Persia, on the Persian products 
enumerated in Tariff (B) applicable to Persian imports into Russia 
(and annexed ad memorandum to the present Declaration), other than 
those now existing in the above-mentioned general Tariff. and higher than 
the drties laid down in the said Tarif (B), Persia shall have the right 
to impose, in its turn, corresponding duties on articles of the same 
description coming from the United Kingdom. A special Convention 
should he negotiated for this purpose; in default of agreement the 
present Declaration would become void. and both parties would again 
become subject to the former system laid down by Article IX. of the 
Treaty of Paris. 

The regulations imposed, or to be imposed as regards products, the 
importation of which is prohibited into the United Kingdom, and also 
as regards the export duties of the United Kingdom, shall be applicable 
to Persian trade in the latter. 


Article 8. The export duty of 5 per cent., hitherto in force in Persia, 
on exported merchandise and products, is entirely abolished, with the 
exception of the export duties imposed by Tariff (C) on the products 
therein mentioned. 

British and Persian merchandise may, under the stipulations of the 
present arrangement, be freely exported from one to the other of the 
two States, with the clearly understood exception of the prohibitions 
and restrictions already imposed or to be imposed by each of the two 
Hizh Contracting Parties. either in the interests of public safety or pre- 
servation. or with a view to eventually prevent the exportation of products 
of the soil which it may. for the moment, be necessary to retain in order 


to secure the public supply of food. 


Article 4. The Persian Government undertakes to abolish all ‘‘rahdari’’ 
taxes now levied for the maintenance of caravan roads, and not to allow 
the establishment of other road or harrier taxes elsewhere than on 
earriage roads, including constructive works for which concession has 
already been. or may be, granted by special Firman. In the latter case. 
the rate of the t»xes to be levied hv the concessionaire would he fixed 
by the Persian Government. who shall inform His Britannic Majesty’s 
Lecation thereof. such taxes not exceeding, per farsakh, those of the 
Resht-Tehran road: their levv ean only begin after the completion of 
the road, or at least of its principal branches hetween important 
localities, and in no case exceeding, in the case of British merchandise, 
the rates levied on merchandise arriving from elsewhere. 


Article 5.—The system of farming out the collection of Customs duties 
in Persia. which it is necessarv to abolish entirely, shall he replaced 
on all the Frontiers of the Kingdom hy the establishment of Government 
Customs offices. organised and administered in such a wav as to secure 
for traders equality of collection and a fair treatment of their merchandise. 





The Persian Government will take all necessary steps to secure generally 
the safety of merchandise during its deposit in the Customs Offices 
und assumes direct responsibility for the integrity and proper preserva. 
tion of merchandise which may be deposited in the warehouses of the 
Customs Offices. Consequently, the Persian Government undertakes to 
have built, as soon as possible, and in any case not later than the period 
specified below in clause (a) of this Article, in the offices indicated for 
that purpose by a Regulation referred to hereafter, warehouses, properly 
secured and sufficiently large to provide for the storage of the quantity 
of merchandise usually imported; in all other offices suitable provision 
shall be made in accordance with the needs of the trade passing through 
them. British traders shall enjoy, under the conditions laid down by 
the same Regulation the right of storage in bond for twelve months, 
dating from the day of the arrival of the merchandise, without the 
payment of any dues or taxes for storage. 

A General Regulation, drawn up by the Customs Administration, and 
which shall he e-tablished in agreement with the British Legation at 
rehran, shall settle, as soon as possible after the coming into force 
of the present Convention— , 

(a) The classification of the Customs offices and their functions, 
the points on the land and sea frontiers, and the roads open for the 
import and export of merchandise, as well as the organisation of the 
warehouses at the Customs offices and the date appointed for the 
e«ommencement of the working of these offices and warehouses: 

(b) The formalities to be observed by traders for the import and 
export of merchandise: 

(c) The storage regulations to be applied to British merchandise 
during twelve months dating from its arrival at one of the offices 
open to this traffic; 

(d) The charges to be levied on trade while merchandise remains 
in Customs warehouses, or for any other services rendered by the 
Customs to traders; 

(e) The Customs procedure as regards the checking of merchandise 
liahle to specific duties and the calculation of those imposed ad 
valorem, as well as the fines to be imposed in eases of fraud or 
of violation of the formalities and rules laid down. 

As regards the Customs procedure applicable to merchandise entering 
or being exported from the United Kingdom, Persian subjects shall be 
under the laws in force, or to be put in force in the said Kingdom: 
but the provisions of the latter shall not. in any manner whatsoever, 
sanction less favourable arrangements as regards the trade of Persian 
~ubjects than those app'icable to traders of countries which enjoy most- 
favoured-nation treatment. 


? 


Article 6. The payment of import duties in the United Kingdom shall 
be made in the currency sanctioned in that country for the payment of 
Customs duties. 

As regards the application of Tariffs (A) and (C). the Persian batman 
of Tabriz shall be catculated at 640 Persian miscals, equivalent to 2.97 
French kilogrammes; and 100 Persian krans shall be calculated at the 
equivalent in English money of 48 French francs in gold. 

In the event of the rate of the kran in relation to the frane falling 
more than 10 per cent., and remaining at that rate more than one 
month, the Persfan Government shall have the right, after verification 
of the fact by the principal banks and previous notice to His Britannic 
Majesty’s Legation, to raise proportionally the amount of the specific 
duties laid down in Tariffs (A) and (C). The notification respecting 
the increase of the duties shall be made by the Perslan Government to 
the British Legation at Tehran at least two weeks before such increase 
shall be put into force. 

In the event of a rise in the value of the kran exceeding 10 per cent., 
and remaining at that rate for more than one month, the British Govern. 
ment shall have the right to demand a proportional reduction of Tariffs 
(A) and (C) and the Persian Government shall be bound to grant the 
said reduction. 


Article 7. The Persian Government undertakes to apply the terms of 
the nresent Convention, together with Tariffs (A) and (C) with the 
modifications laid down in Article 6. to all the frontiers of the Kingdom.

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SURVEY OF THE GERMAN IRON 
AND STEEL INDUSTRY. 





COMPARISON OF PRESENT POSITION WITH PRE-WAR YEARS. 
RE-GROUPING OF INTERESIS. 





By C. J. KAVANAGH (British Commercial Commissioner at Cologne). 





A review of the present position of the German iron 
and steel industry is of interest to the iron and steel 
producers and manufacturers in the British Empire, 
in view of the altered conditions under which Germany 
now manutactures. 

The cession of Lorraine and the new status of Luxem- 
burg and the Saar Pasin has altered Germany s manu- 





facturing capacity, and British interests must be placed 
in a position to judge the extent of the competitive 
réle which Germany will be competent to play in the 
| future. 

It is not yet possible to deal with the subject on 

-any but the most, general lines, as the position, outside 
of the net losses to Gerinany, is still in a state of flux, 
and many months must elapse before there is any 
definite clarity in the situation. A general survey at 
the present time should, however, be of assistance to 

Empire interests in enabling them to anticipate Ger- 

many’s future importance as an iron and steel producer. 

New factors in the industry also deserve the closest 

attention—that is, the possible effect on output of the 

transference of German establishments to French con- 
trol; again, to what extent an agreement on a working 
basis may be formed between Trench and German 
interests; and finally, in view of American participation 
in the Allgemeine Elektrizitats-Gesellschaft to what 
extent some co-operation from that side with the 

German smelting and refining industry may be 

attempted. 
| GENERAL POSITION. 

The shifting of the centre of gravity of iron and 
steel production from German to French hands deprives 
Germany to a very great extent of her control of essen- 
tial raw materials, and will have a far-reaching effect, 
not only on her steel industry, but on her vast com- 
plexity of engineering and allied trades, including ship- 
building, which she had built up under previous con- 
ditions. The net annual losses in steel production with 

which she is faced through loss of control of Lorraine, 
| Luxemburg and the Saar, are but little short of her 
| previous exports of iron and steel goods, including 
rolling mill products and machines, and amount to 
about 53 million tons. 

It is estimated that about one-half of the pre-war 
iron and steel output of Germany was worked up into 
some form or other of export articles, and represented 
about 20 per cent. of the total value of exports. 

Germany's importance as a steel producer was 
founded chiefly on the Lorraine resources of minette 
ore, the efficient exploitation of which led to the inass 
production which made itself very keenly felt in the 
outside market, not only in steel, but in almost every 
class of engineering product. The ceded portion of 
Lorraine was responsible for 75 per cent. of the total 
German pre-war production of ores, whereas Lorraine 
and Luxemburg together supplied about 79 per cent. 
of the whole ore production expressed in iron content. 
There were in 1918 in Lorraine 65 blast furnaces, pro- 
dueiag nearly 4 million tons of iron, or 20 per cent. of 











the whole German production, and it, is estimated that 
the totai invested capital in pre-war values ranged from 
between 500 to 600 million marks. Further, Lorraine 
ores fed the Saar works, and in addition supplied about 
15 per cent. of Rhineland-Westphalian requirements. 

In latter years German industry was attracted to 
Lorraine and the Saar by the advantages offered by 
proximity to the ore fields, and many of their most 
modern works were established there, besides which 
she had further begun a penetration into the French 
minette fields, and acquired interests also in Normandy. 

In Lorraine an impetus has been given to mild-steel 
production by technical developments in the utilisation 
of waste gases from blast furnaces, and the import- 
ance of this district as a producing centre is likely to 
increase under the altered conditions. What develop- 
ments are likely to take place in respect of the relation- 
ship of German works in the Rhineland to French 
interest it is difficult to foretell and will depend 
largely upon the course of agreement with France. 

The competition which Rhineland-Westphalia and 
the remaining German works will have to face from the 
Lorraine, Luxemburg and Saar steel works, with their 
modern equipment and other economic advantages, will 
be felt: very keenly. 

Th> Saar blast furnaces produced about 7 per cent. 
of the total German production of pig-iron, and the 
importance of this district as a coal producer gave 
her a very strong position, her coal output in 1913 
amounting to some 17 million tons, and representing 
about 95 per cent. of the total German output. 

In raw steel the production of the Saar Basin was 
oreater still than the pig-iron output, and amounted 
to nearly 12 per cent. of the whole 1913 German total, 
and to this end drew supplies of pig-iron from Lorraine 
and Luxemburg. 

In Luxemburg there were 41 blast furnaces, the 
interests in the smelting and refining industry being 
predominantly German. 


Pia-[Ron. 

Germany, in pig-iron production alone, occupied, 
with a capacity of 19°3 million tons, second place to 
America, and her production exceeded that of the United 
Kingdom by about 8°7 million tons. Her present 
capacity as a pig-iron producer, were she working on 
full output, which she is not owing to the great short- 
age of coal and ores, would approximately place her on 
a level with the United Kingdom, a France will 
occupy second place on the list; and a Franeco-Luxem- 
burg-Belgian combination prove very formidable when 
normal conditions of working return. That some 
atfempt at, syndication in this direction will be made 
is certain, especially with the profitable example 
afforded of the working and results of the German Pig-

are fully alive to the possibilities that now lie before 
them, and although complete particulars of these are 
lacking, an attempt is made below to set down what 
has already reported to have transpired in this direction. 


SMELTING. 

To Germany remains something over a half of her 
smelting industry, and the greater part of her refining 
and metal consuming works, but without the facilities 
she formerly possessed of feeding them with raw 
materials won largely within her own frontiers—a factor 
of prime importance in the history of her development 
as an industrial nation. Iurther, the favourable freight 
rates which German industry enjoyed through Lorraine, 
Luxemburg and the Saar now fall away, and the 
increased costs of transport, within her own frontiers 
will have an appreciable effect on her cost of production. 

Rhineland-Westphalian imports of foreign ores in 
1913 amounted to 50 per cent. of her consumption, and 
with the loss of Lorraine supplying 15 per cent., this 
district, alone has to face imports to the extent of 65 
per cent. of her requirements from foreign sources, 
which, with her depreciated currency and ore debts 
multiplied in ratio to the fall in exchange renders her 
economic situation very acute, and her industry less 
formidable as a competiior in view of the diminution 
of output and increased costs of production. 

A correct appreciation of the economic changes, either 
in their scope or final result, is difficult, but if beyond 
the positive loss sustained by Germany, the severance 
of her arteries of supply, and the dislocation of the 
financial and commercial means of working with dis- 
tricts with which she had the closest co-operation are 
taken into consideration, it, will be seen that Germany's 
future importance as a steel and iron producer is depen- 
dent upon her financial rehabilitation as well as upon 
the course of economic agreement with France. 

In her production of coal, or rather coke, she has 
one factor with which to bargain, but which for the 
time is withheld by the clauses of the Treaty of Peace, 
requiring delivery of certain amounts of her output to 
Allied countries. 


i’RANCE'S Position. 

France, by the acquisition of Lorraine, and co-opera- 
tion with Luxemburg and Belgium, is on the other 
hand afforded the possibility of rounding off her industry 
in a very convenient fashion, as the following figures 
will show.

This requires about 45 million tons of ore of an average 
iron content of 30 per cent., thus leaving a surplus of about 
5 million tons, of which the Saar district, now under the 
French sphere of influence, and producing a further 
1,374,000 tons of pig-iron, will consume some 4 million tons. 

These figures, accounting for nearly the total of French 
production, are not strict/y accurate, as no consideration 
has been taken of Germany’s previous imports of Swedish 
and Spanish ores, which found part distribution to Saar 
and Luxemburg works, and they are further based on the 
assumption that the blast furnace capacity is working con- 
tinuously on full output. Nevertheless, the figures given go 
to show approximately the change of position and its 
potentialities. |

The production of France, neglecting Luxemburg and 
Belgium, under normal conditions, will double itself, 
as the following table shows, but, due regard must be 
taken of the damage inflicted upon her works by the 
war, which will require some time to repair, and the 
acute shortage of coal and coke.

lt is difficult to ascertain in what measure the control by 
the French of basic raw materials will react upon German 
engineering industries, but the present French activities 
foreshadow that such of those works as lie in Luxemburg 
and the Saar will become assimilated, whereas the works 
within the present German boundaries will be to a great 
extent dependent upon France, and will not enjoy the 
advantages of cheap raw material to any extent approach- 
ing those afforded them by pre-war relationships.

Exclusive of Luxemburg the 1913 production was there- 
fore 28,607,903 tons, of which Lorraine delivered 74 per 
cent., and Lorraine and Luxemburg together 79 per cent., 
leaving now under the German sphere of control, without 
taking into consideration any new developments in other 
German deposits, 21 per cent.

Of this total, 2°6 million tons, consisting of two-thirds of 
Luxemburg ores, was re-exported to France and Belgium, 
leaving a net import of 11,406,000 tons. 


The present position is, therefore, that Germany's 
remaining ore deposits at their present rate of production 
cannot nearly supply her requirements, and she will be 
obliged in future to make up by import of foreign ores, 
chiefly of Lorraine, Swedish and Spanish origin. Nova 
Scotian output would possibly find a market were 
freight available and prices competitive.

irom this it will be seen that the separation of Lorraine, 
Luxemburg, and the Saar deprives Germany of about 40 per 
cent. of her pig-iron production, and that Rhineland-West- 
phalia and the rest of Germany is brought under the present 
conditions in a large measure under economic dependence 
of the French supplies, more so as with shortage of sea 
freight and inland transport, import of Swedish and Spanish 
ores is difficult. Rate of exchange with these sources 
operates adversely to purchase in varying degrees, and 
prices are more largely affected by this factor at the present 
time than by costs of production in the separate countries.

This makes a total of 18,949,929 tons, of which Rhineland- 
Westphalia and the remainder of Germany was responsible 
for about 70 per cent. 

The distribution of Bessemer converter and Siemens- 
Martin furnace capacity of the various districts will be of 
interest, and is as given below, from which it will be seen 
that Lorraine, Luxemburg, and the Saar represent about 20 
per cent., and the remainder of Germany 80 per cent.

Germany’s pig-iron production will prove just sufficient 
for the needs of her steel works, and as her shortage for 
foundries and other purposes will require to be made up by 
imports, a market might exist for British over-production. 


SuMMARY OF GERMANY’S LOSSES AND 
PRESENT CAPACITY. 

The capacities remaining to Germany in her present 
frontiers in the production of steel castings, and electro- 
steel, in girder, rail, section, hoop-iron, boiler plate, 
sheet iron, tin-plate, rolled wire and tube rolling mills, 
are greatly in excess of the output of the district over 
which she has lost, control, but her dependency upon 
them for raw materials is very appreciable. 

In Germany, as made up of Rhineland-Westphalia, 
Lahn and Dill districts, South Germany, including the 
Palatinate, North and Central Germany, Saxony and 
Silesian. the number of companies engaged in the pro- 
duction of various steel products as compared with the 
Saar, Lorraine and Luxemburg is set out as follows :—

CONCLUSIONS. 


With the loss of over 40 per cent. of pig-iron, and 
40 per cent. of her mild-steel production, German 
industry is faced with a position, the results of which 
ure difficult toestimate. As stated before, her impover- 
ishment is nearly equal to the total amount of her 
previous exports, and it, is well known that these were 
fostered in every way, and even to the disadvantage of 
the home market. 

With a mercantile marine to be rebuilt, and recon- 
struction to be carried out within her own boundaries, 
it would appear that little surplus for export would 
exist, and such quantities as Germany is now throwing 
on the market are largely the result of the present boom 
and the huge prices obtainable by the local manufac- 
turers when converted into mark currency at the ruling 
rates of exchange. 

Little attempt, if any, has as yet been made to put 
her own works in order, and such of them as were sub- 
ject to the severe stresses of war production continue 
to run in a state the efficiency of which would bear little 
comparison to pre-war standards. 


PossIBLE DEVELOPMENTS. 


A very pertinent question which British interests 
should ask themselves is to whom will Germany’s 
previous markets in rolling mill and other products fall ? 

Germany can at best only hope to keep them in part, 
and her power to do so is dependent upon the degree 
of co-operation she established with Sweden or France. 

Should a Franco-Pelgian-Luxemburg combination 
enter the field British interests will find the competi- 
tion very keen, and though it is realised that: any fear 
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of competition from this source is precluded at present 
by the huge demand and shortage of supplies, it will 
behove British interests to look ahead. The race for 
export as a means of rectifying collapsed exchanges 
will be a serious one, and one more in the minds of 
our competitors than in our own whose economic po3i- 
tion is less serious. 

It would appear that some form of partnership or 
co-operation either with the French groups or with the 
German refining industry would be of mutual advan- 
tage. A way to the former lies in the supply of coal, 
and to the latter in the supply of pig-iron or semi. 
products, and coal. 

As a result, of the economic consequences of the war, 
the whole industry has become chaotic, and this is 
exemplified in the market fluctuations which take place 
from month to month, and the feverish but feeble 
attempts at price regulation. There is in practice no 
such thing as a fixed market quotation, and deliveries 
are uncertain to the most marked extent. 

The pig-iron producing industry, previously supplied 
with Swedish ores at 11 to 13 marks per ton f.o.b. 
Swedish ports, now has to pay 38 to 40 kronen, and 
is thus called upon to deal with an exchange situation 
with which any serious manufacturer is powerless to 
compete. With freight, standing at 450 marks from 
Swedish ports, the price of ore delivered at works runs 
out at, 900-1000 marks per ton, or sixty times that of pre- 
war prices. Foreign bills to meet these demands have 
up to the present had to be supplied by the producers, 
and have not tended to any stabilisation of the industry. 
Germany’s debts to Sweden for previous imports have 
also had to contend with the difficult exchange situa- 
tion, and the payment of interest alone on these have 
burdened producers with overhead charges, which «s far 
as they are concerned are without parallel. 

Minette ores are to be had at, present in very limited 
quantities, and chiefly in exchange for coal and coke. 

The price fluctuations since the lifting of war con- 
trol, and as compared with pre-war prices, have been 
abnormal, and have been due to the varied influences 
of exchange, shortage of coal and coke, shortage of 
ore, and critical transport situation. 


There has been an insufficiency of semi-products to feed 
furnaces, and the demand for scrap has led to increases in 
prices in that commodity, from about 120 marks per ton in 
early 1919 to over 3,000 marks per ton in 1920. 





THE STEEL SYNDICATE. 


The Steel Syndicate, one of the most enterprising and 
powerful developments of German industria] effort, and one 
which before the war made its working felt in every part of 
the globe, has practically ceased to exist, and has been kept 
going by Government Decrees, but in reality ceased to be an 
economic entity at the signing of the Armistice. It actually 
came to an end on Ist May, and the Ministry of Economics 
set up a control organisation for the whole iron and steel 
industry from that date, called the ‘‘EKisenwirtschaftsbund.”’ 

The chief members of the Syndicate, together with the 
extent of their participation, is shown in the following table:

The pig-iron syndicate has made a strenuous bid for life, 
and was better supported in its efforts by the cohesion of its 
remaining members. Outside of the syndicate pig-iron is not 
to be had on the market, and merchants are reduced to play- 
ing an intermediary role only. 





THE EISENWIRTSCHAFTSBUND. 





The new ‘‘Self-Control Organisation”’ for the iron and stee] 
industry which the Ministry of Economics, with the approval 
of the National Assembly, has set up, has for its aim the 
stabilising of the whole industry. The scope and functions 
of this body are set out in a draft of the Ministry, and 
appended hereto, from which it will be seen that 
the ultimate control] lies in the hands of the Government. 
Grave doubt is expressed in industrial circles as to the 
efficiency which such a body, whose chief organ is a general 
meeting consisting of 70 members and an equal number of 
representatives, and embracing the varied interests of the 
producers, merchants, consumers, employers and employees, 
can in any way hope to cope with the present difficult situa- 
tion. Works are required to put at the disposal of the 
EKisenwirtschaftsbund—the name under which the Self- 
Control Organisation goes—a part of their output before they 
may proceed to meet their various ordinary commitments, 
and a system of priority licences is to be introduced. 





REGULATION OF THE IRON INDUSTRY. 


The Minister of Economics has now published the Ordinance 
concerning the Regulation of the Iron Industry, based on the Law 
of the 17th April, 1919, and with the agreement of the Reichsrat 
and of the Committee selected by the National Assembly. In 
accordance therewith a Self-Governing Organisation will be formed 
provided with legislative power, and known as the “Eisenwirt- 
schaftsbund.” 

The economic regulation which the Eisenwirtschaftsbund will 
have under its control comprises the following products :— 

Group 1.—Pig-iron, ferro-manganese and ferro-silicium (80 
far as produced in blast furnaces) and scrap iron. 
Group 2.—Semi-products, railway materials, girders (T. and 

iron, over and above 80 mm. deep as well as 4 
iron), section steel, rolled wire (all rolled iron ™ 
rings), plates. forged pipes (welded pipes), seamless 
pipes, and other pipes coming under this category 
(with the exception of sleeve-piping), rolling stock 
material. 

The Minister of Economics is empowered in agreement with the 
Eisenwirtschaftsbund to increase or diminish this list of products. 
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The Eisenwirtschaftsbund will be built up out of representa- 
tives from the producers, merchants and consumers, and of 
einployers, as well as employed. Merchants will be considered 
as only such firms who were registered before the lst August, 
1914. The Eisenwirtschaftsbund has the following executive : 
General Meetings, Work Committees, and Representative. The 
General Meeting will consist of 70 ordinary members, made up of 
24 representatives of producers, 12 representatives of merchants, 
and 24 representatives of consumers. Each of these three groups 
is composed of employers and employed in equal numbers. Each 
member may be represented by a proxy, who, however, in the 
presence of ordinary members, has an advisory vote only. The 
ordinary members, as well as their representatives, will be elected 
as follows :— 

Producers: 3 members for blast furnaces, nominated by the 
Pig-iron Syndicate, 14 members for Steel and Rolling Mills, and 
at the same time, for the Trades (Werkshandel), nominated by 
the German Steel Association ¢{Stahlbund). 

Merchants: 2 members of the Scrap Merchants (comprised of 
one representative from the large scrap merchants and scrap 
works, and one merchant of the middling and smal] scrap works), 
nominated by the Central Association of Wholesale Trades; 3 
representatives for the Iron and Steel’ Merchants, nominated by 
the Association of German Iron Merchants; one representative 
for the Trades’ Guild, nominated by the Reichsverband of German 
Handworkers. 

Consumers: One representative of the Railway, nominated by 
the Ministry of Transport (in association with the Railway 
Directorate), one member for the representation of the remaining 
Iron consuming authorities, appointed from the Treasury, 
Ministry of Reconstruction, Ministry of Labour (Reichskommissar 
for Building) and the Ministry of Posts and Ministry of Finance, 
one representative of the German Shipbuilding appointed by the 
Imperial Committee for reconstruction of the merchant fleet (in 
conjunction with the Association of German Shipyards and the 
Imperial Committee for German Shipping); one representative 
elected in common by the German Steel Structural Association 
and from the Association of German Steam Boiler and Fittings 
Works; one member elected in common by the Associations of 
German Steel and Iron Foundries ; one member elected in common 
by the Association of German Wagon Builders and the Associa- 
tion of German Locomotive Builders; one member elected in 
common, from the Association of German Machine Builders and 
from the Central Association of the German Electro-technica! 
Industry ; one member from the Iron and Steelware Industriebund 
Elberfeld ; one member elected in common by the Association of 
German Motor Transport Industry and from the Syndicate of 
German Cycle Factories ; one member for the Thin and Tin plate- 
working Industry elected by the Association of Tinplate and 
Thin-plate Working Industry, in conjunction with the Syndicate 
of the German Metalwork Industry ; 2 members for the Guild of 
Arts and Crafts nominated by the Syndicate of German Handi- 
craft employees ; 17 members for the employees of the Iron and 
_— Producing Industry, nominated by the Central Workers’ 

nion, 

Merchant Employees: 2 members of the Workers’ Union of 
Free Employees Association in Berlin; 2 members elected by 
the Miners’ Association of the Employees in Berlin; 2 members 
of the Syndicate of German Employees Association (Gewerkschafts- 
bund of Commercial employees in Berlin). 

Employees of the Consuming Industry: 12 representatives for 
the employees of the Iron Consuming Industry and Workmen’s 
Guilds, nominated by the Central Workers’ Union. 

In the election of members care is to be taken that as far as 
possible all special spheres of the industry in all districts be 
represented in proportion with their importance. The nomination 
of members is to take place within 2 weeks of the coming into 
force of the Ordinance. Failure to make nominations known to 
the Ministry of Economics within this périod will result in the 
Ministry of Economics filling all vacant positions. Power 1s 
accorded to the Ministry of Economics in agreement with the 
Eisenwirtschaftsbund to make alterations in the number of votes 
or of their distribution. 

The General Meeting will elect Works’ Committees according 
to requirements, which for the time being will be four in number, 
as follows :— 


(a) For the Home Trade in pig-iron, ferro-manganese, ferro- 
siliclum, and scrap iron. 


(b) For the Home Trade in steel and rolling mill products. 


(c) An Export Control Committee for the regulation ot 
Import and Export to which the present control centres 
for Import ‘and Export will be incorporated, 


(d) For the import of semi-preducts and rolling mill products 
from the Saar. 


For the Saar District and Lorraine a Sub-Committee will be 
formed, of which two-thirds of the votes will go to South Ger- 
many. The General Meeting may elect a representative if pro- 
posed, by the producing industry. This representative as well 
as his proxy, is the legal representative of the Bund. The 
General Meeting of the Eisenwirtschaftsbund will direct the 
control of the Iron industry, including Import and Export, 
according to economic requirements, and under the supervision of 
the Government. The general policy will be laid down by it, 
and its execution will be left to the Works Committees and to 
the nominated representative. 

All Home works which produce the above specified products 
(scrap excepted) are bound to put a part of their products at 
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the disposal of the Eisenwirtschaftsbund to cover the urgent 
requirements of the Home trade before carrying out their other 
commitments in whole or in part, and before covering their own 
requirements, for the manufacture of products not named above. 
Specifications of the amounts required monthly to cover urgent 
home requirements must be placed before the Works at the latest 
on the first of each month. The Ministry of Economics will 
decide, in agreement with the Eisenwirtschaftsbund, the quantities 
for each of these products, and will specify what are to be regarded 
as urgent requirements. For the carrying out of these orders, 
the Works will be required to build Associations for delivery as 
will be later laid down by the Eisenwirtschaftsbund for each of 
the separate above-named products, with the exception of scrap. 
The Works’ Committee will regulate deliveries from the Delivery 
Associations. The Delivery Associations will lay down the con- 
ditions of delivery to each of the works. All works failing to 
execute their orders will be subject to a fine which will be 
determined by the Eisenwirtschaftsbund, and which will lie 
between the home market price and the foreign price of the pro- 
ducts not delivered. 

The Eisenwirtschaftsbund will regulate the prices and condi- 
tions of sale of the above-mentioned products (scrap excepted) 
for delivery at home. The Ministry of Economics may stipulate 
that Home prices are uniform throughout Germany, and these 
prices will obtain for sales to producers of export articles. The 
prices laid down by the Eisenwirtschaftsbund are to be considered 
as Maximum prices in the sense of the Maximum Price Law of 
4th Angust, 1914, as given in the Ordinance of the 17th December, 
1914, and of the law 22nd March, 1917, and of the Ordinance otf 
the 17th January, 1920. Commitments contrary to the conditions 
of sale, and such commitments as lead to circumvention of the 
conditions of sale laid down by the Eisenwirtschaftsbund are 
invalid. 

For each of the above-mentioned products the Ministry of 
Economics can, in agreement with the Eisenwirtschaftsbund, lay 
down a maximum price for export. The Ministry of Economics, 
in agreement with the Eisenwirtschaftsbund, will make arrange- 
ments for the regulation of export of the above-mentioned products 
and finished iron and steel products, which will facilitate— 

(a) The provision of foreign bills for the Iron and Steel 
Industry for Swedish ore, or for raw materials, food- 
stuffs, etc. 

(b) The equalisation of the increased costs of production 
through the utilisation of foreign ores. 

The Ministry of Economics can formulate a law concerning the 
import of scrap, pig, steel and rolling mill products, in order to 
prevent the cheaper inland products being sold in the open 
market for export, and which gives a preference to import by 
means of participation of the extra profits accrued on export. 
The Ministry of Economics is further empowered to regulate the 
scrap market by the introduction of maximum prices, and by 
expropriation. 

The Eisenwirtschaftsbund is empowered, in order to cover 
expenses, to make charges against the works, iron and steel pro- 
ducing industry, and merchants, as well as to make charges for 
the granting of Import and Export licences. The extent of these 
charges will be determined by the General Meeting. The German 
Government will superintend the Eisenwirtschaftsbund, whose 
decisions will be enforced by the Ministry of Economics. The 
Ministry of Economics will further nominate one or more Com- 
missioners, who are to be invited to attend all meetings. 

This Ordinance will come into force on the 1st April, 1920. 
The Steel Works’ Syndicate will cease to operate from a date to 
be decided later by the Ministry of Economics, 





COMPANIES OPERATING IN LORRAINE, 
THE SAAR AND LUXEMBURG IN 1913. 


In order more clearly to portray the losses with which Ger- 
man industry is faced, it is thought that the following more 
detailed particulars of the concerns operating before the war 
in Lorraine, the Saar, and Luxemburg, should be added. 
Where possible, information as to the financial standing of 
each concern has been given, and some attempt has been 
made to show the previous grouping of interests, though these 
in the case of the larger companies are so complex as to make 
analysis difficult. 





LORRAINE. 


Through the loss of Lorraine, German iron and steel] in- 
dustry, besides being deprived of its control of essential raw 
materials, and becoming further impoverished by the falling 
away of coal tar by-products, and Thomas slag derived from 
blast furnaces in the smelting of phosphoric ores, and going 
to feed to a considerable extent German agricultural require- 
ments, loses important works to the French, of which the 
fotlowing are the most prominent : — 


(1) Rombacher Blast Furnace Works in Kombach, with a 
capital of 60 million marks, and comprising eight blast furnaces 
in Rombach, and four in the sister works of the Moselhiitte, at 
Macharen, near Metz. 

In 1913-14 these works employed 7,200 hands, having an output 
of 24 million tons of ore, 750.000 tons of pig-iron, and 585,000 tons 
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of ingots. In the 1918 balance sheet its properties were valued, 
as follows :—

In 1912-15 and the preceding year, the dividend paid was 10 per 
cent. 

Under compulsory liquidation the concern has been acquired by 
the Société pour Etudes et Enterprises Industrielle for 125 million 
francs. The Rombacher Hiittenwerk, with the free capital at its 
disposal through the liquidation of its Lorraine interests, has 
now, under an agreement of 22nd April, 1914, acquired the 
Concordia Bergbau A.G. for 41 million marks. The chief feature 
of the Interessengemeinschaft which was concluded at that date, 
was that Rombacher Hutttenwerk took over the control of the 
Concordia for thuty years from January, 1914, under a dividend 
guarantee for the first five years of 21 per cent., and for the 
following vears of 22 per cent. 

(ther interests of the Rombacher concern are an Interessenge- 
meinschaft with the Brunninghausn A.G. Stahlwerke in Werdohl, 
in which it took over 500,000 marks shares at 130 per cent. in 
1914, and an Interessengemeinschaft agreed to in 1918 with the 
Concordiahiitte, in Bendorf. 

(2) Dillinger Hiittenwerke, in Dillingen-Redingen, with four 
larze blast furnaces in Dillingen, and three smal] furnaces in 
Redingen, and a capital of 25 million marks. 

In March, 1920, at a General Meeting, it was decided to increase 
the capital up to 36 million marks. French holdings in the con- 
cern were, prior to the war, six to seven million marks. The 
dividend paid in 1913 was 29 per cent. Besides the blast furnace 
works, this concern operates coking plant, four converters, 10 
S.-M. ovens, and six cupola ovens, and is installed with rolling 
mills for the production of rails, armour plate, boiler and thin 
plate, sections, and tin plates. During the last few years the 
plant has been extended to double its capacity, new plate mills, 
universal mills, galvanising plant, and a new tin-plate mill having 
been installed. The number of workmen employed in both works 
was 7,500. 

(3) Steelworks Thyssen, Ltd., in Hagendingen, with a capita! 
of one million marks and operating six blast furnaces with a 
24-hour capacity of 1,800-2,000 tons. 

The Gewerkshaft Deutsche-Kaiser has a very considerable 
interest in this concern, with a 54 per cent. share participation. 
The blast furnaces, steel works, and rolling mills were first in 
commission in 1912. 


In 1913 the output of this firm was as follows :—

Total output of pig-iron and rolled products was about 400,000 
tons. 

In 1912 the yearly turnover was 12 million marks, of which 
6:2 millions fe!l to the firm, and sales on foreign firms 5:8 million 
marks. , 

(4) Carlshiitte, near Diedenhofen (Thionville), with ore mines 
of an annual output of 14 million tons, and having four blast 
furnaces with a capacity of 860 tons daily, the property of the 
Réchlingschen Iron and Stee! Works in Saarbriicken, capitalised 
at 20 million marks. 

The interests of the Réchling Company, outside of Carlshitte, 
embraced :— 

(a) The Tron and Steel Works in Volklingen, in the Saar, 
with 282 coke ovens, seven blast furnaces, and a Thomas 
steel “works, with a capacity of 500,000 tons, electro- 
steel plant, rail, girder, section, and wire mills, stee! 
constructional shops, and a by-products plant. 

(b) Chalk stone mines, 

(c) Coke oven plant at Altenwald, with an annual capacity 0: 
150,009 tons of coke, and by-product plant 1,400,000 
tons, which are connected by a railway to Carlshitte, 
six kilometres distant. 

(d) Ore mines with a yearly capacity of 

(e) Coal mines in Westphalia and Lorraine. 

The Roéchlinger Iron and Steel Works also hold half the shares 
of the Société des Mines de Valleroy, the share capital of which 
was 10 million francs, with seven million bonds 

In the balance-sheet for 1912, the Carlshiitte and ore mine 
property is written up at 4-4 million marks, and the dividend 
paid was 5 per cent. 

(5) The Gelsenkirchener Bergwerks A.G. 
naces, and ore mines in Deutsch-Oth. 

This company, whose total capital in 1914 was 180 million 
marks, had a complexity of interests. Its coal output in 1912 
was over nine million tons, and its production of coke about 14 
million tons. 

In 1907 it took over the Aachener Hiitten Verein Rothe Erde, 
comprising ore mines at Esch in Luxemburg, and in Deutsch-Oth, 
in Lorraine, with five blast furnaces in the former and four in 
the latter, and steelworks and rolling-mills in Aachen. 


with four blast fur- 
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The Rothe-Erde Works, which has now been acquired by French 
interests, produce chiefly girders, channe] irons, and various 
beam sections, semi-products, universal milled plates, rails, sec- 
tions, and rolled wire, whereas the Esch and Deutsch-Oth Works 
are chiefly occupied in the production of ore and pig-iron. 

In 1912 the production of the Aschener Hiitten Verein, includ- 
ing Esch and Deutsch-Oth Works, was :—

The Eschweiler Wire Rope Works was taken over by the 
Aachener Hiitten Verein in 1906, the output of which, in 1911, 
was 51,000 tons of rolled wire. 

In 1907, the Schalker Graben and Hiitten Verein, of Gelsen- 
‘irchen and Duisburg, operating blast furnaces and producing 
pig-iron, cast-iron pipes, was also taken over. This subsidiary 
company, in Gelsenkirchen, operated six blast furnaces producing 
pig-lron and ferro-manganese, tlree coke-oven batteries, com- 
pvlsing 126 coke ovens, three pipe, and three special foundries, 
with 20 cupola ovens, and ore mines in Nassau, Hesse, Bavaria 
and Prussia. The Duisburg Works, with three blast furnaces 
in Duisburg-Hochfeld, produced pig-iron and ferro-silicium, and 
liad 90 coke ovens. 

In 1912 a large plant was installed by the Gelsenkirchen Berg- 
werks A.G. at Esch, known as the Adolph Emil Hiitte, and 
comprising six blast furnaces, steel! works and rolling mills, with 
an annual capacity of 500,000 tons of raw steel. These works 
are provided with six blowers and six generating sets, operated 
by waste gases, 

The 1912 balance-sheet assessed Rothe-Erde at 23 million marks, 
Adolph Emil Hutte at 59-4 million marks, Esch blast furnaces 
at 14-7 million marks, Deutsch-Oth at 4:9 million marks. and the 
declared dividend was 10 per cent. 

(6) Deutsch-Luxemburgische-Bergwerks and Hutten A.G. 
Bochum, with various ore mine interests, and with 10 blast fur- 
naces, in Differdingen. The ore production in 1912-13 exceeded 
two million tons, and the rated monthly capacity of each blast 
furnace is 5,500 tons basic pig. The steelworks comprise five 
converters, and have attained an output of 525,000 tons of ingots, 
whereas the rolling mills comprise, in addition to five ordinary 
graded mills, a wire-rod mill and a broad flange beam mill. The 
total capacity of the Deutsch-Luxemburgische-Bergwerks and 
Hutten A.G. was in 1914, 130 million marks, and outside of the 
Differdingen works the company operated :— 

(a) Coalfields in Bochum, with an output of five million tons 
of coal, two million tons of coke, and 380, tons 
briquettes. 

(b) Under Dortmunder Union, Eisenstein ores with an output 
of 4 mill. tons, and in the Dortmunder Eisen and 
Stahlwerke 580,000 tons pig-iron, 468,000 tons steel 
(basic and open hearth), rolling mill finished products 
475,000 tons, machines, etc., 94,000 tons. 

(c) Slipways in Emden. 

(d) In Milheim on the Ruhr, blast furnaces and coking 
plant, pipes, and machines for mining and steel 1n- 
dustry. 

(e) The Société des Haut Fourneaux et Acieries de Rume- 
lange-St Ingbert by an Interessengemeinschaft (Com: 
munity of Interest) scheme agreed to in 1911. 

(7) Gebr. Stumm, in Ueckingen, with a 24-hour capacity of 
350 tons.

FRENCH CAPITAL IN LORRAINE. 


French capital in Lorraine was, however, much in evidence, 
and was invested in:— 


(1) The Lothringer Hiitten und Bergwerks Verein Aumetz- 
Friede in Kneuttingen, with a capital of 72-5 million 
francs, and operating seven blast furnaces, which was 
compulsorily liquidated during the war, and a new 
company formed in 1917 with a capital of 58 mill. 
marks. known as the Lothringer Hitten und Berg- 
werks Verein A.G. Nievelingen. Since the Armistice 
these works have been re-sold to a French group con- 
prising amongst others the de Wendel Co. and 
Schneider-Creusot, for 104 mill. francs. The pig-iron 
capacity of the seven blast furnaces at Kneuttingen, 
and the three in Fentszh of the Fentscher Hiutten 
A.G., which was compulsorily liquidated and acquired 
by the Lothringer Hiitten und Bergwerks Verein A.G. 
during the war, is rated at 3? mill. tons. The steel- 
works plant was extended in 1912-1913, and has 4 
capacity of 600,000 tons per annum, but besides these 
steel interests this concern had large holdings in ore 
and coal mines. 

_ Fentscher Hiitten A.G. in Fentsch and Haringen, with 
a capital of 24 mill. francs, and operating thvee blast 
furnaces. (See above.) . 

(3) De Wendel A.G. in Hayingen. 

(4) Société Anoynme des Haut Fourneaux et Aciéries de 
Rumelange-St. Ingbert, with a capital of 74 mull. francs, 
operating blast furnaces in Riimelingen, and St. 
Ingbert-Ottingen, but working previously under the 
contro! of the Deutsch-Luxemburgische Bergwerks 
and Hiitten A.G. under a “Community of Interests” 
scheme agreed to in 1911 for @ period of 30 vears. 


™ 
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(5) Société Metallurgique de Sambre et Moselle, with three 
blast furnaces in Maiziéres, near Metz, and various ore 
concessions. Incorporated in this concern is the steel 
works and rolling miil of Montigny-sur-Sambre (Bel- 
glum), and German interests were represented by Aug. 
Thyssen and Co. and Phoenix A.G. The total capital 
of the concern was 23-5 mill. francs, but no dividend 
in the five years preceding 1913 appears to have been 
paid on ordinary shares, whereas for the same period 
the preference shares received 5 per cent. 

These French concerns now all fall back under French control.

SUPPLY OF LORRAINE MINETTE TO THE RUHR 
DISTRICT AND TO THE GERMAN 
IRON INDUSTRY. 


The negotiations with France concerning delivery of Lorraine 
Minette in the Ruhr district have now been concluded. It is 
provided that 200,000 tons per month shall be delivered at a 
price of fr. 16.20 for Lorraine Minette, while for the Minette 
from the French ore basin of Briey fr. 26 per ton is demanded. 
The contracts in the first instance are for the months of May 
and June, and have been concluded by the Purchase Association 
for French Ores with the syndicate of the Lorraine Ore Mines. 

Note.—A short time ago it was reported that a French com- 
pany under the name of Société des Minerals Lorraine was con- 
cerning itself with the sale of Lorraine Minette to the German 
Iron Industry. It is now reported that another company under 
the name of Société Lorraine pour le Commerce des Minerals de 
fer et de Cokes was formed at Paris some time ago for the same 
purpose, and to which the following firms belong :—Les Petits 
Fils de F. de Wendel and Co., de Wendel and Co., Société 
Anonyme d’Errouville, Schneider and Co., Socicté Métallurgique 
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de Knutange Compagnie de Forges de Chatillon, Commentry et 
Neuve Maison, Forge de Demain et Anzin, Société Métallurgique 
de Senelle Mauberge, Société Minerals de Terre Rouge, A.R.B.E.U, 
(Burbach-Eich-Didelingen), Société des Mines de Jarny, 
Socisté des Mines de Giraumont, Société des Mines des Rochon- 
villers, Société des Mines de Murville. 

It is further stated that a firm is shortly to be established in 
Cologne to take over the sale of the ore output from the mines 
of the aforementioned firms for the Société Lorraine pour le 
Commerce deS Minerals de fer et de Cokes. As the name implies, 
it will also concern itself with supplying the Lorraine works 
with coke. 





-ACQUISITION OF GERMAN UNDERTAKINGS 
“BY FRENCH, BELGIAN AND LUXEMBURG 
WORKS. 


(1) Société des Terres Rouges, Luxemburg. 

This company has taken over the Gelsenkirchener Bergwerks 
A.G., in Luxemburg, and the Rothe-Erde in Aachen, but 
not, so far as can be ascertained, the blast furnaces and ore 
mines of Deutsch-Oth in Lorraine. This Luxemburg property 
comprises two separate works—namely, AJte Hutte in Esch, witn 
iive blast furnaces having a capacity of 1,350 tons, and Adolf- 
mil Hutte in Esch, with six blast furnaces, having a 24-hour 
capacity of 1,400 tons. The President of this Consortium is 
KHugene Schneider. The share capital of the company is 100 
million francs, and a debenture loan of another 100 million francs 
is provided for. Part payment is made by annuities, and the 
term fixed at 30 years. Of the shares, 75 million have been 
subscribed by French firms. Schneider and Co., in Creusot alone, 
participate with 40 miltion francs, which apparently includes 
the amount Creusot paid on account in exchange for 11,000 share 
certificates of “Arbed.”

(2) Sociéts Metallurgique de la Basse-Loire. 

The share capital of this concern, which has acquired the blast 
furnaces and steel works at Steinfort, in Luxemburg, the former 
property of Felten und Guilleaume Carlewerk A.G., cable and 
wire nail manufacturers, Cologne, has been raised to frs. 1 
million by the issue of 6,000 new 100-fr. shares. 


(3) A Franco-Belgian-Luxemburg Consortium under the title of 
Aciéries de Differdinger, St. Ingbert et de Riimelange or “Adir” 
have taken over :— 


(a) The Differdinger Works in Luxemburg of the Deutsch- 
Luxemburgische Bergwerks und Hitten A.G. 


(b) The Ruimelinger and St. Ingberte Blast Furnaces and 
Steel Works, 1n Luxemburg, which were controlled by 
the Deutsch-Luxemburgische Bergwerks und Hutten 


A.G. 


The Differdinger Works is the iargest in Luxemburg, and with 
ten blast furnaces has a 24-hour capacity of 2,200 tons, and were 
well known as rollers, amongst other sections, of Grey broad flange 
heams. 

The Riimelinger and St. Inbgert Blast furnaces and Steel 
Works have three blast furnaces with a 24-hour capacity of 525 
tons. 

With the acquisition of these interests the “Adir” is floating 
a joint stock company with a capital of 110 million francs, of 
which 10 millions are reserved for Luxemburg and the remainder 
equally divided between French and Belgian groups. The chief 
French Interests are represented by Marine-Hommécourt, Miche- 
ville and Aciéries du Nord et lEst, whilst the Belgian interests 
are represented by the Société Generale and the Banque 
d’Outremer. The “Adir” further proposes to issue 80 million 
5 per cent. Promissory Notes in Belgian currency, repayable at 
the end of 35 years, at 102 per cent. The Deutsch-Luxem- 
burgische Bergwerks und Hiitten A.G. is to receive a part of 
these Promissory Notes, and the remainder will be disposed of 
in Belgium. For a period of 30 years the Deutsch-Luxemburgische 
Bergwerks und Hiitten A.G. is to supply the “Adir” with 500,000 
tons of coke yearly, and in return will receive an equivalent 
amount of minette ore. 

(4) A French Syndicate representing smelting works of Northern 
France has acquired the Thyssen Works in Hagendingen, Lor- 
raine, for frs. 150 million. 

A joint stock company, with a capital of 175 million francs, 
is to be formed to operate this property, which consists of six 
blast furnaces with a 24-hour capacity of 1,800-2,000 tons, and 
it is proposed to instal a further ten blast furnaces. 

(5) Société Lorraine Miniere et Metallurgique have acquired the 
eroup of Réchling Works at Diedenhofen, in Lorraine, for 33 
million francs. 

It would appear also that the Volklingen Works in the Saar, 
which comprise seven blast furnaces and one under construction, 
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and capable of a 24-hour capacity of 1,200 tons, is to be acquired 
by the same concern for 70 million francs. 

The French group is believed to comprise Aciéries de Longwy, 
Trefilieries du Havre, Providence, Paul Girod, Decauville, 
Hotchkiss, etc. 

(6) Haut Fourneaux et Fonderies de Pont-&i-Mousson are re- 
ported to have participated in the Halbergerhiitte Rudolf Bocking 
and Co., in the Saar, with 60 per cent. This works has blast 
furnaces with a 24-hour capacity of 520 tons. 

(7) French participation in the Mannesmann Works in Saar- 
briicken, Saar. 

It is reported that the Mannesmann Works in the Saar, at 

Saarbriicken and Bous, are in future to run as a separate com- 
pany. 
French participation is said to be to the extent of 60 per cent., 
and for this purpose a joint stock company is to be formed with 
its seat in Paris. The Saarbriicken Works of the Mannesmann 
Company are installed with nine S.M. furnaces of a total charg- 
ing capacity of 200 tons. 

(8) A French group under the name of “Forges et Aciéries du 
Nord et Lorraine” is reported to have secured a participation of 
60 per cent. in the Neunkirchen Works of Gebr. Stumm, and a 
40 per cent. participation in the sister works at Homburg, at a 
price of 40 million francs, and also to have acquired the Eisenhitte

' 
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Ueckingen branch of Gebr. Stumm in Lorraine for 52 million 
francs. This latter works has four blast furnaces. 

With their free capital, Gebr. Stumm is reported to have 
acquired the majority of the shares of the Gelsenkirchener 
Gussstahl und Eisenwerke, and also the Metallzieherei A.G. in 
Cologne-Ehrenfeld. 

(9) Luxemburg participation in Felten und Guilleaume Carls- 
werk A.G., Cologne-Milheim. | 

It is reported that negotiations are taking place between the 
Vereingte Hiittenwerke Burbach-Eich-Diidelingen of Luxemburg 
and Felten und Guilleaume, and that these wil! in all probability 
be carried through. The Luxemburg concern is apparently pre- 
pared to cover the greater part of the requirements of Felten 
und Guilleaume for semi-products over a period of years. As 
against this they require shares to the value of the present capital 
of 60 million marks to be made over to them, which would 
necessitate the capital of Felten und Guilleaume being doubled. 
The Luxemburg concern is prepared to take up these shares at 
250 per cent. 

The Burbach-Eich-Diidelingen group, or “Arbed,”’ has consider- 
able French interests, and these negotiations, if carried to a con- 
clusion, will be the first step of a Franco-Luxemburg group 
towards acquiring a definite contro] over Rhineland-Westphalian 


works.
